CRITICS WERE RIGHT 


When the Depressed Areas Bill was before the last ses­ 
sion of Congress its promoters touted it as an essential move 
to keep much of the country from drying up and blowing 
away, economically speaking. 
The bill’s critics had a hard time making themselves heard 
in the atmosphere of “moving forward” and big spending that 
was pervasive earlier in the year. But they predicted that the 
bill would have little beneficial effect, while it would dimin­ 
ish local efforts to solve local problems. They pointed out 
that loans for plant construction are a minor factor in select­ 
ing sites for new factories, while the bill placed its greatest 
•mphasis on such loans. And 1here were other careful criti­ 
cism of the bill’s provisions, as well as its basic concept— that 
Federal spending is the answer to all problems. 
But they hardly expected to see their prophesies confirmed 
so rapidly. Five months have passed since the bill bacame 
law, and! of course, the lumbering bureaucracy has been 
slowr to put the crash program’s “benefits ’ into effect. Only 
two communities have received help— one a nearly-abandoned 
oil town in Texas where the residents freely admit they hope 
to sell their property for “redevelopment” and move away. 
And Commerce Secretary Hodges, whose department is 
supposed to shower the manna of America, has stated that it 
would be a good thing for the communities and the nation if 
about half of them would withdraw their applications to 
participate and make their own efforts unaided. 
Meanwhile, the Wall Street Journal reports that several re­ 
development officials have reported the effect of the act on 
their communities was to cause all local efforts to cease 
while the people wait for those tardy checks from W ashing­ 
ton. 
The applications themselves reveal that the communities 
are asking for loans for sewers, waterworks and parks— one 
even wants to underpass itself bv getting a new jail—but 
that, very few plants have been attracted anywhere by the 
Federal loan provisions. 
These things deserve to be remembered when the next big 
Federal program is proposed.

Bditora Look At Hi« Railroads 
The Association of American JtatL 
roads has anlyxed 1,562 newspaper 
editorial* on railroad topics and 
problems which it received during 
the first quarter of this year. They 
cam# from 49 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. Here are soma 
of the findings: 
Four hundred forty editorials — 
all that dealt with the subject — 
said that railroads are essential 
to the nation’s economy and or se­ 
curity. 
Fifty-two editorials — all that 
dealt with the subject — aaid rail­ 
roads must remain under private 
ownership and operation. 
Three hundred 
fifty-three 
edi­ 
torials — all that dealt with the 
subject — said railroads are over­ 
regulated or that regulation is out­ 
moded. 
Four hundred fifty-five editorials 
said that railroads are in a serious 
financial condition and or should 
be permitted 
adequate 
earnings 
Only one took a contrary view. 
Two hundred ninety-three edito­ 
rials — all that dealt with the sub­ 
ject — said that government sub­ 
sidizes or assists competitors of 
railroads. 
Seven hundred thirteen editorials 
said that railroads are hurt by un­ 
ion feather bedding or make-work 
rules. Only eight said that they are 
not, while one hundred twenty- 
eight took a neutral position. 
One hundred seventy-seven edi­ 
torials 
said railroads 
should be 
permitted to abandon money-losing 
trains and or services. By way of 
contrast, 14 said they should not 
be allowed to do so, and 59 took 
a neutral position. 
There is an amazingly high de­ 
gree of editorial unanimity on the 
principal problems which are plag­ 
uing 
the railroad industry. It is 
clear that the vast majority of 
the nation’s editors believe that 
quick and positive action to solve 
those problems is needed — not 
just because of the railroads’ in­ 
terest, but because of the over­ 
riding public interest.

Nuiaance Habits 
Later this action becomes habit­ 
ual. And it is generally associated 
with relaxation and comfort. 
So even after the baby’s feeding 
formula is finally brought up to 
a more adeuate supply and it 
no longer needs extra food, the 
thumb sucking habit may still 
continue as a m atter of momen­ 
tum of nuisance actions. 
You cigaret users can well un­ 
derstand the situation. 
For in­ 
stance, 
when you first started 
smoking 
possibly

teen-age 
boys, you did it because of a de­ 
sire to look lik^ a “big shot”. 
Your hunger for social esteem 
and public admiration started you 
sucking on cigarets. 
But you may now be 5o years of 
age and still a confirmed smo­ 
ker. You no longer have the social 
hunger which generated your ori­ 
ginal adoption of cigarets. 
But the momentum of this nui­ 
sance habit still compels you to 
reach for a cigaret whenever you 
grow restless. That’s twin behav­ 
ior for thumb sucking. 
“ Dr. Crane doesn’t go back into 
the thuanb-sucker’s childhood ad­ 
equately and thus exxplain t h e 
tensions that started the habit," 
a theoretical child psychologist re­ 
cently criticied me. 
. Practical 
To whicn 1 can bluntly reply', 
so what? Analyzing the causes 
that started you middle-aged cig- 
doesn”t help you stop the habit 
now, does it 
Not at all. Regardless of how 
our habits may have started, the 
sheer inertia of the human bodv 
to change from old accustomed 
actions, is the big dilemma. 
You can break nuisance habits 
in various ways. Give the nervous 
child gum to chew, in big gobs, 
for this action is better than the 
thumb-sucking.

Congress and the Drug Act 
When goose grease and turpen­ 
tine. camphor and castor oil were 
the basic medicinal aids in every 
home, the nation had no cause to 
be concerned with harmful drug 
addiction. 
Today, 
widespread 
use of variety of potential “dan­ 
ger drugs” are tempting some un­ 
scrupulous individuals to make an 
easy dollar 
channeling 
them to 
teen-agers in search of a thrill. 
The drugs, when legally distrib­ 
uted through wholesalers and dis­ 
tributors and 
dispensed 
through 
physicians and pharmacists, are 
beneficial beyond recounting. But 
in the shaady trade, where the ille­ 
gal transactions are handled, the 
drugs are knowm variously as pep 
pills and goof-balls. 
Among the teen-agers and youth­ 
ful adults they are known in more 
descriptive terms as “red devils,” 
“yellow jackets” and “bennies.” 
Literally 
mountains 
of 
these 
drugs are produced each year. 
In 1960, United States drug com­ 
panies turned out 825,000 pounds of 
barbiturates, in the form of 5.570,- 
000.000 one-grain tablets, and 42.000 
pounds or 4.000,000.000 tablets of 
amphetamine drugs. 
These figures do not include the 
hundreds of thousands of bootleg 
pills that drop into the hands of 
criminals and vendors In the ille­ 
gal market. 
A Senate sub-committee investi­ 
gating juvenile delinquency is urg­ 
ing prompt passage of a Senate bill 
to regulate drug sales by two 
changes in present laws. 
One change would 
require 
all 
manufacturers and processors of 
these drugs to be listed with the 
Secretary 
of 
Health, 
Education 
and Welfare. 
The second would require every 
individual selling or disposing of 
the drugs to keep a record of the 
kind and quantities 
involved and 
the identification — except for duly 
licensed medical praclitioners 
of the recipients. The purpose is to 
make the drugs easier to trace. 
The sub-committee has learned 
that 
children addicted to these 
drugs soon come into conflict with 
the law. get involved

When the Depressed Areas Hill was before the last ses­ 
sion of Congress its promoters touted it as an essential move 
to keep much of the country from drying up and blowing 
away, economically speaking. 
The bill’s critics had a hard tim e making themselves heard 
in the atmosphere of “moving forw ard” and big spending that 
was pervasive earlier in the year. But they predicted that the 
bill would have little beneficial effect, while it would dimin­ 
ish local efforts to solve local problems. They pointed out 
that loans for plant construction are a minor factor in select­ 
ing lites for new factories, while the bill placed its greatest 
emphasis on such loans. And there were other careful criti­ 
cism of the bill’s provisions, as well as its basic concept— that 
Federal spending is the answer to all problems. 
But they hardly expected to see their prophesies confirmed 
80 rapidly. Five months have passed since the bill bacame 
law, and, of course, the lumbering bureaucracy has been 
slow7 to put the crash program’s “benefits” into effect. Only 
two communities have received help— one a nearly-abandoned 
oil town in Texas where the residents freely admit they hope 
to sell their property for “redevelopment” and move away. 
And Commerce Secretary Hodges, whose department is 
supposed to shower the manna of America, has stated that it 
would be a good thing for the communities and the nation if 
about half of them would withdraw their applications to 
participate and make their own efforts unaided. 
Meanwhile, the Wall Street Journal reports th at several re­ 
development officials have reported the effect of the act on 
their communities was to cause all local efforts to cease 
whilt the people wait for those tardy checks from W ashing­ 
ton. 
The applications them selves reveal that the communities 
are asking for loans for sewer*. waterworks and parks—one 
even wants to underpass itself by getting a new jail—but 
that very few plants have been attracted anywhere by the

Tho Association of American Rail­ 
road a bas aniseed 1,562 newspaper 
editorials on railroad topics and 
problems which It received during 
the first quarter of this year. They 
came from 49 slates and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. Here are some 
of the findings: 
Four hundred forty editorials — 
all that dealt with the subject —* 
said that railroads are essential 
to the nation’s economy and or se­ 
curity. 
Fifty-two editorials — all that 
dealt with the subject — said rail­ 
roads must remain under private 
ownership and operation. 
Three hundred 
fifty-three 
edi­ 
torials — all that dealt with the 
subject — said railroads are over­ 
regulated or that regulation Is out­ 
moded. 
Four hundred fifty-five editorials 
said that railroads are in a serious 
financial condition and or should

earnings 
Only one took a contrary view.

When goose grease and turpen­ 
tine. camphor and castor oil were 
the basic medicinal aids in every 
home, the nation had no cause to 
be concerned with harmful drug 
addiction.

widespread

ger drugs” are tempting some un­ 
scrupulous individuals to make an

new British ambassa 
dor Sir David Ormsby-Gere will 
be Berlin. But as he arrived in 
Washington this week a much 
tougher personal problem awaits 
him. 
He will havo to decide whether 
to accept or reject membership 
in the exclusive Metropolitan Club 
which bars Negroes from mem 
bership. 
one of the most qualified dipio- 
tional problem, but for the new 
diplomat, on whom her majesty 
has just conferred the Order of 
Knight Commander of the Order 
of St. Michael and St. George, 
this may be even tougher. 
Ambassador Orm sby 
Gore is 
one of the most qualified diplo 
mats Her Majesty has sent to the 
“Court of lafayette Square.” At 
the age of 22 he was elected to 
Parliament. At 23 he was parlia­ 
mentary privet secretary to the 
foreign minister of England. He 
has been her Britannic Majesty’s 
representative to the UN. He not 
only studied at Eton and Oxford 
but operates a 400-acre farm 
in 
Shropshire and is a ruling mem­ 
ber of the Royal Agricultural So­ 
ciety.

marriage to President Kennedy, 
also to Winston Churchill, also to 
Prime Minister Macmillan.

In order to win this suit, the 
AEC will claim that the 21 or bo 
Russians explosions h a v e not 
raised the level of radioactivity 
appreciably, and that the danger 
of contamination is not serious. 
Actually this is true as of the 
present moment. Because radio­ 
activity lurks in the upper atmos­ 
phere for long periods of time 
and does not reach the earth in 
volume until it rains or snows. It 
will descend in the form of “hot’’ 
snow or “hot” rain next winter 
and spring. And regardless of the 
A EC’s attempt to minimize the 
danger, already enough strontium 
90 has been released by the Rus­ 
sian A-tests to cause IOO,OOO cases 
of bone cancer during the next 
few years.

"Radioactive 
Fallout." This fallout is the result 
of dust being blown into the high 
atmosphere at the time of the Nu­ 
clear explosion, and which is con- 
j laminated with radio active m ate­ 
rials. Depending upon tfhe height of 
the dust at the tim e of the explo- 
! sion and upon wind direction and 
! velocity, it will gradually filter 
bkck to the earth for several days. 
! The amount deposited in any one 
locality will depend upon the dis­ 
tance from the point of the ex- 
posion and the speed of the wind 
which is carrying the particles. The 
) radioactive m aterial in the dust 
gives off invisible rays which can 
be harmful to the human body if 
a sufficient amount of them are 


absorbed.The need for protection 
against this type of fallout is the 
prime concern at this time. 
Family Fallout Shelters properly 
stocked with food and water fur­ 
nish the best protection against 
fallout danger. These can be con­ 
structed in any number of ways, 
advises County Agent Bert Robbins. 
Individual family requirements and 
situations will vary However the 
shelter itself should be constructed 
of a dense enough m aterial such 
as concrete or dirt so that the 
harmful radiation can not penet­ 
rate the m aterial. 
Sufficient supplies, water, etc. 
should be stored in the shelter to 
handle family needs for about two 
weeks.

stances this will be sufficient time 
to perm it the radiation from the 
particles to die down to the point 
that it will be harmless.
